Candlei.e.T.v 
came fast in the closing furlong and headed Gras- 
mere. .lames It. Keene's other eiilr>s for the place. 
There Were thirteen starters, two Is-ing added at 
tti.. last moment, after thri-e had been .scratched. 
Excepting Waldo, which was ineligible, the llowc ■ 
of the juvenile division of the present .season was 
reiocsented. But for the slight Ih-uiI a qnarler ot 
a mile from the finish, the horses raced over a 
straightaway course and, except for a jumble of 
colors fiashing in the sun and a iierfect whirlwind 
of dust, the spectators in tlie grandstand and on the 
lawn could tell little of what was going on in the 
race nnlil the little brown colt singled out of the 
nick and the shout went up ’'Sweeii wins."

DETAILS OF CALIFORNIA TEST CASE. 



San Franciseo. Cal., .\ngnst .’M). — In presenting 
nrgiimeiits liefon' the District Court of ApjM'als rc- 
s.-i'iitly In support of an applieatioii for a writ of 
IihN'hs corpus iu the case of Frank O’Shea, acensed 
of having violated the aiiti-hettiiig law at the Ingle- 
slile Coursing Park, attorneys Carroll Cook and 
Henry Ach altai-ked the validity of the enactment 
of the ri'i'eiit legi.slature, cumtuuuly known as the 
Walker-Otis law. 

O’Shea was arresti'd on a warrant hast'd on a 
violation of the penal ciHle. Through his attorneys 
he iiiHile threi' distinct coiiti'iitions in his attack 
upon the valiilit.v of the anti-betting law. 

O'Shea’s first eouteiition is that h.v reason of the 
emniili'x form of the section of the cisle — Hie section 
Is'liig one eoiiiplex seiiteiiee of over thlrt.v lines — it 
is niiiiitelligilile. and of such phraseology as to make 
it Inipossihle to ileteriiiine what particular acts are 
necesKar.v to he groniHsI together to constitute the 
crime intenili'd h.v the section to he denonnccil. 

His second contention is that the provision, when 
read In connection with other provisions of the 
chapter of till' i-imIo iu which it is found, are so un- 
reasonable as to he void. 

His (liiril eoiiteiitioii is that the |M'iialt.v affi.ved 
to the sis'tion of the eisle is ahsointel.v void. Uisin 
this last eouteiition liis attorne.vs Iwsi'il the greater 
part of their iirguiueiits. They argued that the 
penalt.v atlixed liv the legislature atteiiiiits to issi- 
fer n|ion the courts I’ni'.etions that are not judicial 
«iiil legislalivc powers tliat euuiiot he conferred niHiu 
the courts. In ease of conviction, according to the 
attorneys, tlie statute that is lieliig attaekcil gives 
the judge Hie power to fix Hie penalt.v at iiiiiirisoii- 
meiit in Hie coutit.v jail, making it a mlsdeiiieaiior. 
or ill Hie state iirisoii, making it a felony, if the 
court so desires. 

.Inilge tNsik cited the imaginary ease of two 
Imriiiers engaged In business. Neither attended to 
the actual transaction of the details, hut eniployeil 
a clerk or agent. 'J’liis clerk or agent permitted 
alli'gisl violations of tlie law to in' earried on. anil 
Hie two partners were arresti'il. Due. if eonvicleil. 
is si'iiteiiei'd liy the judge to a term in the county 
jail, liraniliiig liim merely as a culiirit. Tlie oHicr. 
however. If Hie jiiilge so desires, is sentenced to a 
term in the iieuiteiitiary. making him a felon, al- 
tliongh liotli are guilty of the same offense. 

Arguments in opiHisitimi to Hie di'fi'iidant’s eon 
teiiHoiis were suliniitteil liy ri'presi'ntatlve.s of the 
atlonii'.v -general and district attorney’s otlice. 

.\t the ('oiu'Insioii of the arguments Isilh sides 
Were iirderi'd liy Hie eonri to sailnnit briefs, the 
proseeiiHnii lieiiig graiiti'd five days in whleh to pre 
pare its ease and the attorneys for D’Sliea la'liig 
granted ten days in wliieli to answer.

S.nratnga. N. Y.. .\ngiist 30. — With the 1!$10 meet- 
ing of the Saratoga .VssiK-ialion a matter of history, 
the feeling prevails that the erilie.al imiiit in raeing 
as a sport in New York stale has been passed. 

"The Saratoga Assis-hllion has been sueeessflll Iw- 
yoiiil onr highest expeelations." said President Wil 
son. "I think the rae; s here this .year have drawn 
the highest elas.s erowds that have ever assemlded 
at a raee traek. The professionals have been almost 
ininotieed in the erowds of men and women whose 
onl.v interest in raeing is as a sport, and. taken 
as a sp irt, they have found It so pleasing that they 
have 1*01110 day afti*r day. i-iiiitent to wateh the 
struggle without a dollar invested on the result. Not 
aloiu* from New York City, hut from the west and 
south we have had visitors who have hitherto had no 
aeqnaiiitanee willi a raee traek. We began this 
meeting with forelMHling; we end it in mutual eon- 
giatnlatieiis." 

"Froiii a linaneial standpoint the meeting has lieen 
far almve what we ex|ieeted.” said .\mlrew Miller, 
treasurer of the assiH-iation. "We were fiill.v pre- 
pared to faee a delieit, hut instead we are certain 
that there will Is* a profit on the meetiii'g it.si*lf 
that ma.v pay all the year’s expenses of the asso- 
ciation.” 

"The attendanee this sea.son was. by aetiial eonnt. 
fully .50 per eeiit. ahead of last year,” was the re 
IMirt or .Vssistaiit Seerelar.v Eai*Iis*ker.
